HEARING MINERS' CASE 


Mr. Mitchell Opens the Proceedings at 


Seranton With a Formal Presen- 


tation of His Side. 


Seranton, Pa.. Nov. II.—All the 


-members of the anthracite strike com- 
mission are now hero for the hearing 
of,the differences between the miners 
-and their employes. 
The sessions of

Relics of Fabulous Wealth 
Discov 


ered in an Aztec Temple In 


Mexico. 


Hermoslllo, Mex., Nov. 14.—A re- 


markable story, duly authenticated, of 
the discovery of hidden Aztec treas 
ures of fabulous value has Just been 
reported to tho government author!-' 
ties at Topic by Rev. Pablo Martlno 
tho parish priest of Yesca. 


Tho priest makes a statement which 


Is concurred In "by several 
reliable 


wltncssesses, that n. party of Ameri- 
cans, headed 
by an archaeologlc ex- 
pert, who gave the name of Heverlck, 
arrived at Yesca several weeks ago 
and went from that place Into tho 
mountains accompanied by three Mex- 
ican guides. 


Used A Chart 
The archaeologist got his bearings 


by means of a chart which he claim- 
ed to have copied from an Aztec stone 
tablet in tho national museum In the 
City of Mexico. 
He located a vast 
cavern In a mountain near Yesca. 


Immense stone Immages stood about 
this chamber. 
In one end was a 


handsome altar, above which burned 
a bright flame, supplied by natural 
gas from a crevice In the wall. 


In a chamber adjoining this main 


temple was found a great store of or- 
naments and utensils belonging to the 
Aztecs or some other prehistoric race. 


Twelve Loads 


Twelve burros were 
required to 


transport the articles taken from tho 
cavo to San Bias, where they were 
shipped to San Francisco, accompan- 
ied by the Americans. 


It Is said to bo one of tho largest 


and most valuable collection of relics 
ever discovered In Mexico. 


As such articles cannot be removed 


from Mexico without the consent of 
tho government an investigation is in 
progress.

tract.

of sales each week anil the unsok 
portion of the crop Is being stendllj 
picked up. 
The rapidity with whlcl 


tho new crop of tobacco In this sec 
tlon has been absorbed Is a mos 
amazing feature. 
In spite of the fnc 


that the yield of the earlier plnutci 
tobacco was considerably reducc.l b> 
storms and other causes, the tota 
crop Is known to be very large am 
the purchase of seven-eights of It be- 
fore It is fairly cured In the sheds 
Is an indication of the enormous and 
insistent demand from the ntanufact 
urers. 
The few days of casing wea 


ther has given the growers a chance 
to take down a portion of tho crop 


. The curing season has been exception 


ally favorable and a large percentage 
of the tobacco Is thoroughly cured 
Just what amount of this tobacco Is 
ready to be taken down at this time 
Is hard to tell but It is probable tha 
a number of the smaller lots will be 
stripped out and ready for delivery 
Early delivery Is a good thing for the 
growers as the tobacco weighs more 
•when flrst stripped than later In tho 
season. 
Some of the warehouses In the 'pack 


Ing centers have already opened up 
and others will be as soon as the to 
bacco is ready for delivery in consid 
erable quantities. 


The great danger In the present 


crop is allowing the leaf to get in too 
lilgh case. 
The leaf Is thin and If 


the stalks still retain moisture, which 
Is liable to be the case this early in 
the season, the tobacco should not re- 
main lone In the piles without strip 
ping. 
There Is very little danger 


• after the leaf is stripped. 


There seems to be a feeling through 


out the tobacco districts 
that It 


-would be better for the grower not 
to sell his crop until It Is in the bun- 
dle. 
They will then know Just what 


they have to sell and usually when 
they sell early the contract calls for 
the tobacco in the bundle so that 
nothing Is gained by selling early. 
This also saves much trouble and hag- 
gling when the time of delivery ar- 
rives.

SCORES HARVARD PRESIDEN1 


Declares Educator Who Says Strlk 


Breakers Are Heroes Is Unfit to 
Train Young Men for the Duties o 
Business Life. 


New Orleans, La., Nov. 14.— At th< 


opening session of the convention o 
tho American Federation of Labor 
President Samuel Gompers uttered an 
Impassioned warning to the members 
of the organization that the Imme- 
diate future of trade and labor as 
semblcs was seriously endangered by 
tho conflicting claims of Jurisdiction 
made by different bodies.

Mr. dampers de- 
clared that the educator who posed 
ns a strike breaker Is not fit for the 
position ho holds.

President Gomprr. Introduced Rob- 


ert E. Loe, president of tho local 
Trades and Labor assembly. Mr. Lea 
delivered a speech of welcome, over- 
flowing with flowery Southern rhetor- 
ic, and. presumed President Gorapcrs 
with a silver-mounted gavel. Follow- 
ing the presentation of tho gavel caiue 
the first sensational Incident of tho 
convention, In which President Gom- 
pers vigorously scored President Eliot 
of Harvard college for what was re- 
garded an International slur at tho 
representatives of labor now in this 
city. 


Speaks for Delegates. 


Mr. Gompcra thanked Mr. Lee for 


the gavel, and expressed his satisfac- 
tion at the cordiality of tha reception 
which tho delegates have received In 
New Orleans.

RIVER MEN FORM 


AN ORGANIZATION 


UNITED EFFDRT IS TO BE MADE 


Local Interests Are to Be Subordin- 


ated to the General Good In the At- 
tempt to Rejuvenate the Northern 
Half of the Big River. 


Qulncy, III.. Nov. 14.—The .upper 


Mississippi river convention at 
Its 


llnal session decided to ask congress 
for an appropriation of $15.000.000 for 
tnn permanent improvement of the 
Mississippi river between 
Its hoaJ 


waters and the mouth of the Missouri. 


The convention also perfected an or- 


ganization to be known as the Upper 
Mississippi River Improvement asso- 
ciation, through which It will endeavor 
to secure favorable action by con- 
gross. All questions of local Improve- 
ments were subordinated to the gen- 
erai plan for the development of river 
commerce along the entire upper di- 
vision of the father of waters. 


To Look After River. 


The association Is similar In char- 


acter to the one for the Improvement 
of the lower Mississippi, which 
has 


systematically looked after tiie Inter- 
ests of the Mississippi river commerce 
below Cnlro and which lias sueoeded 
In obtaining 
liberal appropriations 


from congress, while the upper Mis- 
sissippi has received a mere pittance 
from the national government In com- 
parison with Its needs. 


Will Appeal to Congress. 


The association Just formed Is tho 


first organized effort ever made to se- 
cure proper recognition from congress 
of the upper river. 
The COO or more 


delegates, representing every variety 
of commercial and business life along 
the river, were enthusiastic over the 
formation of the 
new t association, 


which among other things will 
en- 


deavor to arouse public sentiment In 
tho upper Miaslrslppl valley In favor 
of the appropriation nskod for perma- 
nent Improvement, and nt the proper 
time -will carry its propaganda to 
Washington. 
\ 


Predict New Era. 


Delegates were unanimous In ex- 


pressing the opinion that the conven- 
tion had resulted In accomplishing 
something practical and believe they 
can arouse public sentiment through- 
out the country through the associa- 
tion by showing how the upper divi- 
sion of America's great river of com- 
morco has been discriminated against, 
to the detriment of general commerce 
between tho northwest and the south. 
They predict a new era of commercial 
activity In the upper Mississippi val- 
ley If they can prevail upon congress 
to make the desired Improvements 
In the upper division of the river. 


To Work Together. 


An att.mpt was made to Indorse the 


reservoir system at the headwaters of 
the river, but was promptly voted 
down. Many delegates explained that 
they were pot opposed to the reservoir 
system advocated by the delegates 
from St. Paul, but that If Indorsement 
were given to this local Improvement 
Keoltuk. la., would ask for an Indorse- 
ment of Its pet project for an Im- 
mense dam: Mollne. 111., would want 
the river brought back; Qulncy, 111., 
would ofter n harbor Improvement 
plan and the general plan of river Im- 
provement would suffer through the 
Indorsement of local projects.

American Bankers' association voted 
unanimously to create a commission 
of "seven representative citizens" to 
Investigate the currency question and 
make a report thereon at Its next an- 
nual meeting. These "seven represen- 
tative citizens" are to Include not only 
bankers, but some well-known econ- 


' omlst. a constitutional 
lawyer, and 


one or two business men outside of 
the banking business. They are tu lie 
appointed Immediately by President 
Hardy of the association and are to be 


• 
given liberal financial allowance for 


, employing experts and collecting data 


In furtherance of their work. Their 
report Is expected to embody sugges- 
tions that will meet the general ap- 
proval of the bankers of the country 
and that can be favorably acted upon 
by congress. 


Duties of Commission. 


It Is Intended that this commission 


shall assume the same Importance 
from the educational and legislative 
standpoint that belonged to the me- 
tropolis monetary commission until Its 
work became crippled because of lack 
of funds. In preparing Its report this 
new commission will Invite opinions 
from representatives of every kind of 
business, but If It follows the evident 
sentiment of a large part of the bank- 
ers at this convention Its report will 
not comprise the radical recommenda- 
tions for asset currency and branch 
banking 
made by the Indianapolis 


commission. 


• Country Banker's Plan. 


The commission Idea was advanced 


by an Illinois banker, E. J. Parker, 
president "of the State Savings, Loan 
and Trust company of Quincy, and 
was accepted by the convention ns a 
means of rescue from the dilemma 
caused by the discordant opinions on 
asset currency and branch bnpklng. 


The delegates felt that for them to 


gather from all parts of the country 
and discuss for three days the finan- 
cial question, come to no agreement 
and udjourn without taking any action 
might subject the members to 
the 


query us to whether or not the Ameri- 
can Bankers' association existed only 
for purposes of social Junketing. 


Threatens Prosperity. 


On the roil call of states E. J. Par- 


.ker responded for Illinois. 
He ex- 


plained that within ten years the de- 
posits of Illinois had Increased 100 
per cent, and that while there had 
been general business expansion dur- 
ing the last ten years of about 100 
per cent, yet the expansion of credit 
In the form of currency 
had 
been 


choked by a system as unyielding as 
a barrel of lion around a growing 
tree. He said that the manufacturers 
of Illinois and of other states had been 
greatly Injured by the high Interest 
rates prevailing since September and 
that If such high rates continued their 
prosperity would come to an end. It 
would be cowardly, he said, for the 
American bankers', convention to ad- 
journ without taking some action on 
the trying problems of the financial 
system: hence he suggested creating 
a commission which might by Its re- 
searches during the next year be able 
to give valuable advice to the next 
convention.

Cook county corporations, not Includ- 
ing the Pullman and public utilities, 
will reach $50,000,000, leaving at least 
$16,000,000 for capital stock assess- 
ment, of which 90 per cent has never 
paid taxes before. 
The committee 


next week will talce up tho corpora 
tlons which have not made reports. 
The'ro arc 2,000 of them In Cook coun- 
ty alone. 


DEATH.PENALTY FOR LADRONES 


Philippine Commission Passes Laws 


for Wiping Out Brigandage. 


"Manila. Nov. 14.—The 
Philippine 


commission has passed stringent nu 
dealing with ladronlstn and vagrancy. 
The first named act provides that tho 
maximum punishment for highway rob- 
bery committed by armed bands con- 
sisting of three or more men shall bo 
death. The minimum punishment Is 
twenty years'. Imprisonment. 
The 


vagrancy act is a sweeping measure 
designed to punish worthless Ameri- 
cans, foreigners and natives. The com- 
mission also passed an act providing 
a plan for growing quick developing 
cereals and vegetables In order to as- 
sist In averting tho threatening fam- 
ine. 
The bill provides a plan for fur- 


nishing seeds and the use of public 
lands free.
